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“Td been awake since two 
in thennorning. I didn’t sleep 
the night before. You just roll 
around in the bed going, 

‘F**k, tomorrow’s the day.’ 

I was so tense, and so weak 
as a person because I knew 
I had to perform, with the 
whole world watching and 
doing something that had 
never been done before. I 
didn’t even know if I could do 
it, even though I’d done test 
jumps before. I wanted to say 
something smart — this was 
being broadcast live — but 
nothing so complicated that 
I couldn’t deliver it. ‘I’m going 
home now’ is what I said right 
before I jumped and it was 
perfect because when you’re 
standing there in this hostile 
environment, you realise how 
small you are — this is just 
me, no help, no support. If 
something goes wrong, I die. 
You feel weak at this point. I 
was not super fearful because 
I was very well prepared. I 
wasn’t worried about what 
was coming, I was worried 
about the things we’d maybe 
neverthoughtof, the hidden 
stuff. Everything else we 
pretty much had covered... 
except falling at supersonic 
speed, because you can’t 
prepare for doing that.” 


“We knew it was coming, 
it’s just physics. But we didn’t 
know how fast, or how 
violently I’d spin. Would I be 
able to stop it? There’s no 
protocol. How do you stop 


the spin? No-one knows. 
Even I can’t tell you. I just 
moved my arms and legs 
around by nature and one 
time, I went, ‘Shit, this is the 
wrong movement’ because 
I started spinning faster. 
Everything has to be 
calculated because you’re 
falling at ISOOkmh, so you 
put your arm out — it’s called 
a rapid onset — and you spin 
so fast that the arm is not 
long enough anymore to 
stop it. The most important 
thing was to stay cool and 
not do any fast movements, 
just think and realise, you 
have some time, you’re 
not going to die, and 
I found my way out of it.” 




"IF SOMETHING 
GOES WRONG, I DIE” 


“The supersonic boom 
happens behind you, so I 
couldn’t hear it, just like a 
fighter pilot. I’ve been told 
by every scientist that you 
shouldn’t be able to hear 
the supersonic boom on the 
ground because as a human. 
I’m too small. The boom is 
caused by how big the plane 
is. But 15 people on the ground 
said they heard it.” 


“It was tough. As a skydiver 
the landing is the thing you 
worry about, because you 
haven’t been using your legs 
the last couple of hours. 
You’ve just been sitting there, 
and you also have twice as 
much weight now so it can 
be really tough to land. Plus I 
knew the world was watching 
so I wanted to make it look as 
cool as possible.”

□ This Scotsman may 
have been the 19th 
century’s greatest athlete, 
winning 11,000 sporting 
competitions during his 
50-year career. But his 
biggest claim to fame 
was in 1860 when he 
carried two huge 
boulders weighing 
351kg for 5m across 
a bridge in Deeside. 

Later, Dinnie travelled 


the world and even lived in 

Australia for 14 years from 1884. 
managing the Croxton Park Hotel 
outside Melbourne, where he, 
presumably, caber-tossed any 

drunks who gave him 
shit. During his stay 
Down Under, Dinnie 
also modelled for the 
statueof William 
Wallace that still 
stands in Ballarat’s 
Botanical Gardens. 




MAXIMINUS THRAX: 
ROME’S GIANT 
EMPEROR 


□ While his name sounds 
like a case of scrotal 
fungus, this chap was 
a Roman emperor 
in the 3rd century 
AD. Standing at 
a whopping 2.6 
metres, he was 
reportedly so 
big he wore a 
woman’s bracelet 
asathumbring. 

It’ll come as little 
surprise thatThrax didn’t 
pursue a career as a harp player. 
Starting as a foot soldier in the 
Thracian military, he kicked all 
sorts of arse in Egypt and 
Mesopotamia, and quickly 


rose up the ranks. ln235AD he was 
leading troops in the Rhine when 
they killed the Emperor 
over a pay dispute 
and proclaimed 
their main man Max 
the new biggus 
dickusof Rome. 

But he wasn’t 
a particularly good 
politician. Tending 
to greed and cruelty, 
Thrax ripped off his 
people to raise funds for 
war-making. In 238AD he went 
the way of his predecessor when 
his own soldiers turned on him, 
lopping off his head and parading 
the bloody noggin to Rome. 



YUSUF ISMAIL: 
DROWNED AND OUT 


□ Thisguy wasthe 

original “TerribleTurk” 
and by far the weirdest. Born in 
1857, he stood 185cm and 
clocked in at 120kg. 

Unlike most 
strongmen, Ismail 
looked like a big 
fatty, with a 
newspaper 
reporting 
“the size of his 
stomach is apt 
to make one 
sceptical”. 

But in his Paris pro 
debut, the Terrible Turk beat 
the reigning champ... infour 
seconds. Hitting America in 
1898, the maniacal Turk was 
disqualified for pushing Ernest 



Roeber, then world Greco-Roman 
heavyweight champion, out of the 
raised ring at Madison Square 
Garden in New York. 

The champ landed 
headfirst on the ground 
and was unconscious 
for several minutes. 
The crowd rioted, 
screaming “Kill the 
Turk!” and cops had 
to escort Ismail out. 
He then beat 
Evan Lewis, the first US 
heavyweight champion, 
and won a cash prize. In July 
1899 Ismail was aboard the liner SS 
La Bourgogne when it sank, with 
the big man dragged down to his 
death... by the weight of his$10k 
winnings in gold in his money belt. 


The USA’s Mark Felix can throw a bus down a f lighr of srairs. Here’s why.

Leg press: Fou r sets of five, 
increasing weight with each 
set until you’re pushing roughly 
five Clive Palmers.

□ Thefreakiestthing 
about MacAskill was 
that he wasn’t a freak; this 
behemoth was in good 
health and perfect 
proportion; it’s just 
there was 236cm 
and 260kg of 
him, with 48cm 
feet and 110cm 
shoulders. Born 
in 1825 Scotland, 
in histeensand 
twenties he wowed 
locals by casually lifting 
a 1120kg anchor, tucking 
140kg barrels undereach 
arm or singlehandedly setting 



a 12-metre mast into a fishing 
boat. MacAskill got to show off 
professionally when he joined PT 
■ Barnum’s circus in 1849. 

■ Queen Victoria was a fan 

and received Angus at 
^ ’ Windsor Castle, 

where she declared 
him the strongest, 
thetallestand 
stoutest man to ever 
visit — a 19th century 
come-on if ever we’ve 
heard one. MacAskill 
died of natural causes in 
1863. In 1981, the Guinness Book 
recognised him asthetallesttrue 
giant to have ever lived. 


EUGEN SANDOW, THE 
FIRST BODYBUILDER 



□ Bodybuilding pretty 
much got its start 
when German fella 
Friedrich Wilhelm 
Muller, aka Eugen 
Sandow, admired 
statues of ancient 
Greekgodsand 
thought, “Ja, by 
Zeus, I vontto 
look like zese 
super-cut 
dudes!” 

Sandow 
devised diet and 
exercises and became 
one of the most famous 
people of the Iatel9th 


century. While audiences 
eryoyed his strongman feats, 
they really got off on him 
showing off his muscles 
in a variety of poses. 

So that’s what 
he did — becoming 
“the father of 
bodybuilding”, even 
coining the phrase 
in one of his books 
about physical 
culture. Sandow was 
also one of the f irst 
people to be a movie 
star, when in 1894 he was 
depicted flexing out in one 
Thomas Edison’s early films.

THE GREAT 
ANTONIO: TOUGHEST 
DERRO EVER 


□ Antonio Barichievich 
was born in Croatia in 
1925 and emigrated to Canada 
afterWWII. “He boasted he had 
the strength of 10 horses,” read 
an obituary ofthel90cm, 
260kg behemoth. “He could 
eat 25 chickens or 10 steaks 
at one sitting, wrestle 18 men 
at the same time, juggle six 
peopleon hisshouldersand 
singlehandedly pull buses, 
trains and jet planes full of 


passengers.” The Guinness Book 
claimed in 1952 that he pulled a 
433-tonne train nearly 20m. Eight 
years later, he scored another 
record when he hauled four 
Montreal buses loaded with 
passengers along a city street. 

He once claimed he “trained” by 
sprinting 60 metres... headfirst into 
trees. In late life hobo-dom, he 
stopped washing and claimed he 
was descended from aliens. The 
poor bugger died in 2003, aged 77. 



THE GREAT GAMA: 
3000 PUSH-UPS A DAY 


□ This Indian legend — aka 
Ghulam Muhammad 
— was born in 1878 and by 10 
was powerful enough to 
place in the top 15 at 
a strongman 
championshipof 
400 mostly adult 
musclemen. 

Gama took 
to wrestling 
and was 
crowned India’s 
heavyweight 
champion in 1910. He 
remained undefeated, 
which is pretty good 
considering he retired in 1955. 

Granted, Stanislaus Zbyszko 
once managed to wrestle him 
to a draw over three hours, but 



Gama later beat him decisively. 
Even legends like George 
Hackenschmidtand Frank 
Gotch were too chicken 
to take him on. 

Gama’straining 
supposedly consisted 
of wrestling 40 
opponents a day, 
while also managing 
to squeeze in 3000 
push-upsanda lazy 
5000 squats. 
Thisgruelling 
regime later inspired 
Bruce Lee, who incorporated 
Gama’s moves into his own 
routines. Like other strongmen 
on these pages, the Indian champ 
loved hismilkanddranklOlitresof 
the stuff a day. He died in 1960. 


THE MONTAGUE 
BROTHERS & THE 
HUMAN BRIDGE 



□ These days we’re 
stuck with the 
Hemsworths. But 
a century ago the 
world thrilled to 
The Montague 
Brothers, a trio 
of strongmen 
who, 

confusingly, 
were actually 
named Edwin, 

Alfred and Frank 
Woollaston. 

In 1903, after he and bro 
Frank toured Europe, Alfred 
devised a newtrickthat made 
him the world’s highest-paid 
strongman. As audiences 


watched, a ye olde automobile 
packed with people drove 
onto stage, up a ramp 
and came to rest on a 
bridge. Alfred would 
get underneath, the 
bridge supports 
would be removed 
and he’d support 
the entire weight on 
his back. Alfred and 
Frank were also 
famous for their 
“Sculptor’s Dream” routine 
in which they’d make themselves 
up as nude marble statues and 
strike all sorts of poses before 
flinging each other around — in 
a totally non-gay way, of course.

LOUIS CYR: STRONGEST 
MAN IN HISTORY? 


□ While he looks like 
Super Mario’s fatter, 
shorter cousin, this Canadian 
was probably the strongest 
man who ever lived. Cyr had 
an average sized dad, but 
Mum wasl80cm and 115kg, 
and regularly climbed ladders 
carrying 100kg flour sacks. 

At 18 he entered his first 
strongman competition and 
won by lifting a 680kg horse. 
Cyr joined the Montreal cops, 
which proved awesome at least 
twice when, beset by up to a 
dozen thugs, he used them as 
missiles, battering rams and 
shields. In March 1886, the 
175cm, 140kg muscleman 
secured the title of strongest 
man in Canada when he pressed 
a 100kg barbell with one hand 
and lifted 1050kg on his back. 


Later. Cyr officially back- lifted 

1971kg off a trestle, and unofficially 
was said to have exceeded 2272kg. 
Some of his other mad feats 
included holding backfour550kg 
horses being whipped to bolt away 
from him, and pushing a train 
carriageupa hill.
